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Provision for the establishment and 
maintenance of totalisators is made in the 
Free State Betting Bill, the text of which 
was issued yesterday, The genera) pur- 
pose Of the measure is to regulate and 
control the business of bookmaking and the 
use Of totalisators, and ‘to amend the 
existing law relating to ‘‘ betting and 
betting-houses, ”' 

No person will be allowed to carry on 
the business of bookmaker unless he holds 


cranted if he possesses a’ certificate of 
personal fitness from the Civic Guard. 


Provision is made for the registration of 
the premises in which it is proposed to carry 
on business, but the Civic Guard Superin- 
tendent can refuse a certificate of suitability 
on a number of grounds, for example, that 
the premises are in close proximity to a place 
of worship, a school, a labour exchange, or 
other similar institutions. - 

If a certificate of- personal- fitness or of 
suitability of premise’ is refused the applicant. 
by the Civic. Guard, the applicant can appeal 
to the District Court, which can either con- 
firm or disallow the police officer’s -refusal. 
No person except the police superintendent 
or’ the Revenue Commissioners can be heard 
in opposition to the’ appeal. Sen 

When a bookmaker: is’ convicted of any 
offence under any Act that in the-opinion cf 
the Court renders him unfit to continue to 
hold a. bookmaker’s licence, the Court can, 
when imposing sentence, revoke the licence. 

With the exception of bookmaking. no” 
cther business whatever of any kind will ke’ 
permitted to be carried on in registered book- ’ 
making offices, and offences in this connection 
will be punishable by a fine-of £100. ¢ 


POLICE INSPECTION. . . 

It is permissible for two or wore licensed 
bookmakers to register as jomt proprietors 
of bookmaking offences. It is proposed that 
registered bookmaking prémises “shall not: be 
opened for the transaction’ of business om 
Sundays, Christmas Days, oz Good Fridays; 
nor before the hour of 9 a.m. nor aíter the 
hour of 6 p.m. on any other day, transaction 
of business outside these hours being. an. 
offence punishable by a fine of £50, . .. 

Penalties are also prescribed for failure to 
display in a prominent place the certificate of | 
registration of the premises, and also for 


police inspection. or for the inspection of a. 
Customs and Excise officer. The fullest powers 
are given to: both the police and Crstoms and 
Excise officers to enter and search registered 
premises and to interrogate any persons fotind 
on them. Any person who impedes or ob- 
structs them, either by refusing to anSwer 
quesfions or by giving false or misleading in- 
formation, or in any other way, will be liable 
to a penalty of £20. 7 

It will be lawful for the registered pro- 
prietor of registered bookmaking offices to 
employ as many clerks as he finds ‘reasonably 
necessary to the conduct of his business, pro- 
vided that the amount of their remuneration 
is not dependent: on. .or calculated by, 
reference to the amount of business done or 
profits made by him. 


POST OFFICE POWERS... 

The prohibition of betting with persons out- 
side the Free State is declared by the twenty- 
first clause of the, bill.

Without the co-operation of the: Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs,: the: clause,’ naturally, 
could never operate effectively, and accord- 
ingly the Minister is given wide powers with 
regard to the detention of suspicious postal 
packets.

The twenty-fourth clause of the bill em- 
powers the Minister of Finance to grant to 
such persons as he thinks fit licences to set 
up, maintain and work totalisators, the licence 
fee being either a single paymént or a series 
of periodical payments, and either of fixed:or 
variable amounts. In the Jatter case, ca)cu- 
lated by reference to the sums staked by 
ineans of the totalisator. - . 

Any person establishing or maintaining. a 
tutalisator without. a licence shall, ,it is pro- 
Eas he liable to fine of £500. This prohi- 
bition does not apply to a totalisator worked.

STATE TOTALISATORS. 

The Minister of Finance is empowered to 
authorise the Revenue Commissioners to 
establish and work a totalisator in such places 
and on such occasions as he or they—with his 
consent—think fit; but this. provision does not.

any place without the consent: of the person 
who owns or controls admission to the place.

SUICIDE. 


“4 STRANGE STORY OF 
A STRANGE WOMAN,” 


Sir Alfred Butt, M.P., described at the 
Westminster (London) Coroner’s Court yester- 
dav his interview at Drury lane Theatre, of 
whien he is Chairman, with the French 
tress, Mlle Régime Flory, who shot her- 
self with a revolver after he had pointed out 


that he was not im a position to give her }- 


an engagement. He said that the whole of 
the interview, which took place in his office, 
was perfectly friendly and businesslike. 
actress complained of the fall of the French 
franc, and said that she must get away from 
Paris, as she had had ' enough of every- 
body and everything.’ 


Mr. Max Viterbo, director of the Theatre 


Cigale, Paris, said that Mule. Flory, whose 
real name was Artaz, and her age 34, had 
been a great success as an actress in London 
and Paris. She had been trying to cure her- 
self of the morphic habit, and two years 
ago, as the result of a Jove affair, threw her- 
self into the Seine. 

“I heard she recently had a love affair 
with a dramatic author in Paris,” added 
witness. “‘She went on a motor car tour 
with him into the middle of France. I do 
not think they had any dispute, but it was 
dificult for both of them to terminate the 
affair.

She was well off, she 
had larce quantities of jewellery, expensive 
ciothes, no difficulty in securing an engage- 
ment, and many admirefs. ere was no 
rebuff by Sir Alfred Butt, and yet she shot 
herself... The story showed that she had been 
livirst ian extraordinary life—an abnormal 
” existenee; of turning night into. day, and 
taking morphia, probably in large quantities. 
“She repeatedly threatened to take her life, 
and. once attempted it—all, probably, the 
feeuit of the terrible depression which 
affficted the addicts to drugs like morphia 
after a severe bout of consumption. 

It: the penalty of people like her 
‘vho go to bed at six o clock in the morning 
amd still cannot slep.” coneluded the 
‘Coroner, “‘ who take drugs fo keep them- 
selves going. In a fit of piqte, following 
prolonged drug-taking. after an unnatural, 
unhealthy life, possibly complicated by an 
irritating love affair, on a sudden impulse 
because she did not get what she wanted, 
she has taken her life.” 

The Coroner accordingly recorded a verdict 


of ‘‘ Suicide while of unsound mind.’ 


THE SUGAR-BEET INDUSTRY. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. ' 

Sirn,—There will be general satisfaction 
with the progressive step taken by the sugar- 
beet growers of Carlow and Kilkenny in 
founding an association to organise their end 
the great national experiment in beet- 
sugar produetion, as announced in your 
issue oÍ to-day. This satisfaction will not 
be less general because, to judge from the 
terms of the resolution establishing the 
association, the advice of the Most Rev. Dr. 
Foley and Father Hipwell was taken by the 
meeting, and the organisation was not 
affihated to the Farmers’ Union, and thus 
made sectional and political, as Messrs. 
Gorey, O'Hanlon, Heffernan, and Conlan 
evidently wished that it should be. It is 
quite clear from the remarks made by some, 
at least, of these gentlemen, that they were 
prepared prejudice the future of this 
valuable association, for ‘whose inception 
‘they will not be grudged credit, and to draw 
“grrst. to their own political mill by attempt- 
‘sang to confuse the minds of their hearers 
as to the distinction between farmers and 
‘members of the political party. known as the 
Farmers’ Union. 

Mr. Gorey, as chairman, was more 
innocuous in his methods than his colleagues, 
aud did not go beyond hinting, as reported, 
that the whole beet-sugar project was the 
work of his party, whereas the fact is that 
it received from them, to say the least of it, 
the most jukewarm reception. Mr. Heffernan 
went further when he pointed out that ‘‘ in 
England the organisation of beet-growers 
Was carried out by the Nationa! Farmers’ 
Union,’ and that he thought these were 
the lines on which they should organise and 
work in this country. ‘‘ They should keep 
this thing among farmers: it was of im- 
portancé to farmers and to no one else.” 
Mr, O'Hanlon biandly ‘favoured associa- 
tion with the Farmers’ Union, as the only 
body which could bring together such a 
delegate conference.” Mr. Conlan, as might 
be expected, was the most innocent of all. 
He ‘‘did not see why the Farmers’ Union 
should be thrown overboard.’”’ 

This sort of guilelessness would, perhaps, 
be amusing if it were not typical of members 
of this political party up and down the 
country, and it is time that these gentlemen 
should be clearly shown that the public sees 
through their game. Mr. Heffernan would 
not for worlds mention the fact that the 
.,~English Farmers’ Union is non-political, nor 
~ar.. Conlan the fact that there happens to 
be rather. a number of farmers who, by con- 
.. ¥igtion,. refuse to become members of the 
. Farmers’ Union as long as it is a politicai 
body. If “farmer” be equivalent with 
heet-grower, Mr. Heffernan s statement that 
' this is a matter for farmers and nobody 
else’. might be allowed to pass, though the 
general taxpayer could be excused for being 
interested in a matter which costs him a 
ttl money. Nobody gains by this foolish 
attempt: on the part of Messrs. Gorey, 
Heffernan, and O'Hanlon to be two incom- 
patible things—a technical organisation and 
a political party—at the same time. In the

The authorities! were perfectly well aware of 
the existence of betting agents in offices or 
on the course, who enjoyed the protection 
given to ordinary citizens, were among the 
best clients of the Post Office, and 
were taxed upon their profits. The 
only recognition that betting would 
receive would be that of taxability, like any 
other luxury—a recognition which apparently 
it would readily dispense with. : 

A DANGER AHEAD. 

“ But,” continued the President, ‘I see a 
danger ahead. Already with the promise of 
the totalisator we see the Government not 
merely taxing betting, but itself providing 
the machinery for it. This is, in my view, a 
most regrettable development, as the Govern- 
ment. itself becomes a a proceedings 
which are not for the well-bemg of its 
citizens. It is hard to see why 2 State which 
presides over, or introduces, the totalisator, 
should not in tithe make itself responsible for 
State lotteries. I wish very much that the 
Government could be induced to withdraw its 
feet from the nee awe slope. Itsis-one thing 
to tax the weakness of ‘its citizens, it is 
another thing to minister to them. And “in a 
case such as “this, where the. actual tax, 
though appreciable, is relatively small, I 
think it is hardly too much to ask that the 
State should not make its citizens, who. con- 
scientiously object. to the primciple of the 
thing, share with it: in providing facilities 
for betting. (Applause. } 

A CHURCH CONFERENCE. 
At the “beginning of his’. address, 
the Président referred with ‘regret to the 
deaths of. the Rev. C. H. -Pricé;* B:D.:, 
incumbent of Kilbride, Bray; Sir William 
Goulding, Mr. A. D. L. Cary, Kingstown ; 
Mr. W. Hatte, Rathmines; Mr. J. Heéming- 
way. St. Patrick’s Cathedral; Mr. Graves 
Leech, Grangegorman; Mr. R. Schofield, Zion 
Church, and Mr. W. F. Wells,. Monkstown. 
He then spoke of the resignation of Arch- 
deacon Lindsay, who had heen ineúmbent of 
Malahide since 1889 and a member of the 
Synod since 1881. They hoped for many years 
to have him among them, ready from time to 
time to help his brother clergymen. (Ap- 
plause.) 

Proceeding, the President said that it had 
been suggested to him that the time was 
drawing near when there should be another 
Church of Ireland Conference. The last Con- 
ference was held in Belfast ine1910, and he 
athered that thefe was a géneral feeling that 
the next one should be held in Dublin: - It 
was, of course, impossible for him to commit

A WORLD GALL.

They belonged to a ‘world soéiety, 
and, although set down ait one particular 
point, they should have a mind for interests 
other than ‘their own. Therefore, he asked 
their attention to the great world call which, 
since the remarkable meeting in London on 
St. Paul’s Day, had been resounding in their 
ears. The religion of Jesus Christ’ was an 
aggressive religion—one which could not 
tolerate the status quo. The world was, its 
field, and the Christian Church was ‘untrue to 
its Master as long as the local Church in any 
place was content: to. be local: and to agi 
extension. The object of Christ's Ghutch in 
any partieular country was not merely to 
establish itself there and, having done so; to 
rest satisfied. Each land or people evangelised 
was a point of vantage from which new 
evangelisation was to begin. 

He was glad to be able to say that the 
Bishop of Salisbury had agreed to address a 
teen mn and to preach at St. Patrick’s 

athedral at St. Andrewstide this year. 
Never let them delude themselves with the 
notion that a Church weakened itseM by 
missionary zeal. ‘‘ There is that scattereth 
and yet increaseth’’ was true in no connection 
more than in this: in spiritual things a self- 
sparing policy was a uali-destroying policy. 


THE COMMITTEE'S 


REPORT. 


TAXATION UNDESIRABLE. 

The 8 of the Committee appointed at 
the Synod of 1925 to examine into and to ad- 
vise best method of checking the gambling 
evil, stated that it was agreed on all hands 
that betting ‘atid’ gambling had increased 
enormously of late years, and especially since 
the war, accurate investigation of their ex- 
tent had hitherto been hampered by the ab- 
sence of any statistics on the matter, but the 
report of a Select Committee of the Imperial 
House of Commons, appointed in 1923, esti- 
mated £200,000,000 as the annual turnover in 
betting in the United Kingdom. Young 
people weregarly introduced to the habit on 
entering business, or industrial life, and the 

dangers to their moral welfare were obvious. 
The present state of the law on gambling 
and betting seemed to reflect the uncertainty 
of even the best. public opinion as to the right 
or wrong of these habits. Street betting was 
forbidden, but a gréat volume of it went on 
undetected, or even neglected, largely be- 
cause of, the weakness of public opinion. 
Although racecourse betting was not illegal, 
yet ready-m betting-houses off the course 
i kmakers, however, easily 
could, and did, carry on 

publicity as ‘‘ turf aecount- 
ants,” or *‘ commission agents.’’ Fresh legis- 
lation to. prevent this evasion would be diffi- 
cult t6 carry, and-even if carried would likely 
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should be specially put before young 
mane in day school and Beal school, as 
well as through such ions as boys” 
and gifis' brigades, scouts and guides, etc.

Dean. of Christ Church Cathedral, in 
proposing that the report of the Dublin Com- 
mittee be adopted and that the Committee be 
re-elected, said that the diocese was able to 
make up the £100 undertaken in the previous 
year towards wiping out the debt on the 
Ghurch of ireland. ‘Temperance Society. He 
drew attention te a very important 
point .in the report—namély, the anmial 
examinations held under t Temperance 
Education Board for Iréland. Experience had 
proved that the most fruitful field of tem; 
perance work was the training of. the yours 
in the habits of temperance. . They noted 
with satisfaction that the improvement in the 
matter of temperance. throughout the country 
had been very largely the result of education, 
of "training people up to the knowledge of 
scientific facts about the use of alcohol, end 
of the creation of a healthier public opinioh. 
Im the North of Ireland there had been very 
satisfactory reforms in the licensing laws; 
and they looked for similar reforms in thé 
Free State. They all knew the immense need 
there was for reform in the ‘licensing laws 
in the Free State. They had 135,000 public- 
houses for the sale of drink, which was sap- 
ping the vitals of the people. 

e then referred to the report of the Liquor 
Comimssion, and said that it behoved them 
to support the Government in their efforts 
‘to bring -about licensing reform in the 

Licensing Bill which is promised next 

autumn. . 
Marshall Butler seconded the resolu- 
tion, and it was adopted.

HOUSING.

Local 
authorities had entered on the task with zeal, 
and the Dublin Corporation Commissioners 
had large contracts in course of completion. 
Private enterprise had developed, and a con- 
siderable number of small schemes were in 
continuous operation. After referring to the 
work of various public utility societies, the 
report stated that these developments indi- 
cated that efforts to meet. the housing shortage 
were on the increase. Yet the rate of build- 
ing was inadequate to the need. It was most 
essential that a longer period should be given 
in the next Act for assistance. A five-year 
period would enable plans to be made on a 
continuous scale.

annual congress of the Irish Technical 
Instructors’ Association, which opened in 
Killarney yesterday. 

Over one hundred delegates from all 
parts of Free State and Northern Ire- 
land. were present. ay 

A resolution was . passed requesting 
the Minister for Education (Professor 
O’Sullivan) to . establish . post-primary 
courses for’ persons between the ages of 
fourteen and sixteen. The Minister 
promised that the resolution would receive 
very careful consideration. 


THE SKILL AND THE WILL 
TO WORK. 


MR. T. P. GILL’S ADDRESS. 

Mr. T. P. Gill, in the course of his Fre- 
sidential addréss, said that they had that 
Association an ° all-Ireland y; for 
several years its Vice-President - had’ been 
Chairman of a Northern Committee. They 
were meeting at a crucial moment in the 
history of fechnical or vocational education, 
and the Minister for Education had just come 
to the decision to make it the subject of a 
commission of inquiry. Before the war the 
demand for technical education was getting 
beyond the accommodation of the. schools, 
and within the last three years that: keenmess 
was coming back again. It was evident, 
however, that there was very much to be done 
to render their technical education system 
more effective, and to repair some of. the 
effects of interruptions. 

Proceeding, Mr. Gill said that to. improve 
industrial skill was one of the surest ways 
and an indispensable way of developing the 
national indystry—agriculture. In Ireland at 
the most formative age for preparation for 
industrial skill the vast proportién of their 

people were left sionn by .education, 
abandoned in that’ terrible gap whence, for 
most, the only issue was into the ranks of 
the unskilled and the unemployable. The 
vocational training with which the gap was 
to be mainly filled must. be humane, It 
should aim at the pupils’ cultural develop- 
ment, at the formation of the man and the 
citizen, as well as the skilful worker. If it 
did,.they would have people with not merely 
the skill, but with the will, to work. 

FRUITS OF SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH. 

Whether they had tariffs or not, the power 
of trained industrial efficiency to add to the 
national wealth remained, and would have to 
te provided for. _ As..an.imstance of that, 
their farmers by availing themselves. of. the 
results of ,scientific research and improving 
their own technical methods in various ways 
under the agricultural schemes, managed at 
one period to raise the average yield of 
their main crops by 20 per cent. per Acre. 
That represented to the ‘country a money 
value of several millions a year. Mr. Hogan’s 
compulsory measures respecting eggs. had 
already raised the price and reputation of 
Irish eggs to the highest place in the markets. 
They imported into Ireland £35,000,000 worth 
of produce required by, or arising naturally 
in connection with, agriculture, and the best 
alternative market for their agriculture was 
a. trained industrial population producmg at 
home, 

On the mode of filling the educationel gap 
they would know more when the Minister 's 
Commission had pe He would . only 
say that, as far as the towns were concerned, 
the use of the technical schools. in, the. day- 
time on such lines as those found so success- 
ful in Munich was a means worthy of con- 
sideration. He hoped that the Minister 
would consider following up his measure for 
compulsory attendance in the primary school 
by compulsion for the day vocational school 
as well. 


COMMISSION’S TASK. 


MINISTER FOR EDUCATION ON 
PROBLEMS AHEAD. 


Professor O'Sullivan, Minister for Educa- 
tion, spoke of the problems that would have 
to be faced in connection with technical edu- 
cation. He “shared: the hope of the Chair- 
man, he said, that they were now on the 
eve of a new departure in technical, as well 
as every other branch of education. The fact 
that technical education had been ge 29" 
with the other branches of education had 
reminded them that technical education was 
quite as capable of forming the mind ahd 
training the intellect as was secondary or even 
University education. 

Continuing, the Minister said that a com- 
mission was being set up to deal with the 
question, and all the remarks that he had to 
make would refer to that commission. 

If they were undertaking any big advance 
in the technical direction they had to ask 
themselves if the products and character of 
their primary education had been stich as to 
warrant such a step. If children were unfit 
for a technical course it was not the fault of 
the teachers, but of the irregular attendance, 
and the fact that the'children often left school‘ 
at the age of twelve years. 

THE SCHOOL-LEAVING AGE. 

Under the, Compulsory School Attendance 
Act they would ensure the regular attendance 
of children up to the age of fourteen, but was 
fourteen too early to allow children to leave 
school? That question raised many problems: 
The first was the problem of what to do with 
the -children during the years fourteen to 
eighteen, perhaps the most important from 
the point of view of character formation, Per- 
haps the ideal solution would be attendance 
at a pot therid course. of a somewhat 
vocational character up to the age of sixtean, 
and another course of a more definitely voca- 
tional type, where the scientific side would 
be more prominent, up to thé age of eighteen. 
Such a solution would be very costly, and it 
was questionable if the nation could afford 
it at present. 

In considerin 


In the main question the Com- 
mission would have to take these facts into 
consideration. They would also have to con- 
sider the economic factors. 

There was still too much of the primary 
education about their technical schools. This 
was not the fault of the teachers; they had 
to undertake the education of pupils from 
third standard upwards. Fifty per cent, of 
those who attended the courses were rot 
suitable for technical education iu the proper 
sense. 

Another question was whether the present 
system catered sufficiently for their premier 
industry—agriculture. It might be possible 
also to improve the uniform system by having 
local needs catered for in local centres. For 
instance, in a town like Killarney a schoo! 
for the teaching of hotel management would 
be desirable, 

He hoped that when these and other 
matters came before the Commission the com- 
mittees would give them sound advice as to 
what they considered best in technical educa- 
tion in this country. (Applause.) 

THE ECONOMIC POSITION. 

Mr. George Fletcher, F.G.S., M.R.I.A.. in 
the course of a paper on “ Technical Eduea- 
tion—Some. Avenues of Progress,”’ said that 
the bonds between agriculture and in- 
dustries were so vital that what affected 
the one affected the other. There was no 
reason to doubt that Ireland might success- 
fully develop certain industries and retain her 
people at home. What was needed was the 
study of the economic position, and the 
organisation of such industries in places
